CAUSED BY BIG STORM 


Astoria, Ore., Dec. 5. — The lives ol 


the twenty-eight members 'of the crew. 
of the British ship Nelson, Captain Per- 
rlnm, were suuffed out last night when 
that vessel, 
according 
to a report 


which reached here today, turned tur- 
tle off the mouth of the Columbia riv- 
er in a gale and almost Immediately 
sank. Caught under the heavily laden 
ship, the helpless sailors are said to. 
have been carried drowning to the bot- 
tom while men on a companion vessel, 
willing but unable to aid, looked on 
In consternation. 
The rumor of the 


disaster was brought to~"thts port by 
tho tug Tatoosh, which was towing the 
Nelson at the time tho latter, djsap- 
peared. 
Captain George W. Woods. 


the bar pilot, who was on the tug. 
thinks ho owes bis escape from death 
to the fact that the weather was too 
rough last night for him to be aboard 
the Nelson as hud been planned. 
It 


was tho intentlon_of Captain Bailey of 
the TUtodah to remain with tho ship 
during the night. The gale was too 
pevore for the vessel to withstand, anil 
she broke from the tug shortly before 
midnight and 
disappeared. The tug 


searchod for a trace of the ship for 
several hours, and then her captain, 
convinced that all on board thc'Nelson 
had perished, started for port. 
The 


crew of the tug disagree as to thn prob- 
able fate of the vessel, some bellevlns 
that she may yet be safe. The Nfclson 
was an old wooden vcsssl. She car- . 
rled a cargo of lumber and was con- 
signed to Cape Town, South Africa, by. 
Taylor, Young & Co. of this city.

Washington, Doc. 5.—Senator Hoar 


Introduced a bill for the protection ol 
tho president. It provides, "that any 
person who shall within the limits of 
the United States or any place subject 
to tho jurisdiction thereof willfully Ulll 
or cause the death of the president of 
the United States, or any officer there- 
of, or who shall willfully kill or cause 
the death of the ruler or chief magis- 
trate of any foreign country, shall be 
punished with death." An attempt to 
kill any of the olllcers named Is also 
made punishable by death. Any per- 
son who shall advise the killing of the 
president of the United States or any 
of the other officers 
already 
named 


shall be punished by Imprisonment not 
exceeding twenty years. Any person 
who shall willfully and knowingly aid 
In the escape from punishment of any 
person guilty of either of the acts men- 
tioned shall be deemed an accomplice) 
after the fact and punished as If a 
principal, although the other party or 
parties to said offense shall not be In- 
dicted or convicted. 


To PunluM IVotilil-He Aumnnlin. 


Senator McComas presented to the 


senate a resolution declaring that con- 
gress has power and should by law pro- 
vide that a person who willfully kills 
or assaults with Intent to kill the 
president or vice-president or both, or 
any officer upon whom the powers and 
duties of president may devolve, shall 
be punished with death, the federal 
courts to have jurisdiction of such of- 
fenses; also for the exclusion and de- 
portation of alien anarchists.
